The March of Dimes 


The research progress being made in overcoming birth 
defects warrants greater support than ever for the Jan¬ 
uary fund-raising campaign of the March of Dimes. 

Whiie the toll of 250,000 children afflicted annually 
with birth defects in this country remains far too high — 
the picture is changing. Within the last year, science has 
made important forward steps that promise to eliminate 
birth defects from two causes. 

There is now a vaccine that can prevent Rh blood 
disease and a vaccine against German measles (rubella) 
that is in the final stages of testing. 

Much more research is needed, however, to counter¬ 
act the damage caused by hundreds of other kinds of 
birth defects. March of research into the causes of these 
abnormalities is going on in laboratories across the country. 

This month, the March of Dimes is asking for con¬ 
tributions to help support its nationwide network of more 
than 100 Birth Defects Centers, including two in Los 
Angeles County. Lot us show a generous response to this 
vast humanitarian undertaking.

J. Mamis of Now York City actually did file suit against 
the principal of his elementary school to establish his 
right to circulate a petition demanding that the school 
principal bo fired. 

For it so happened in his time that after Joshua had 
gained signatures from 120 other pupils (all old enough 
to write, apparently), demanding the savants rernoval. 
Principal Saris Cohen did instruct him to cease and de¬ 
sist. "1 told him,” said the Principal Cohen, “this was not 
a matter for a child to decide, and that he had butter 
concern himself with things of interest to a child, like 
conditions in the lunchroom or traffic in the halls. 1 as¬ 
sume a principal has that right, and if not, I don t see 
how I can function.” 

But lo no, the parents said, insisting that Mi. Cohens 
actions intimidated and frightened their son, the seeker 

of Kiddie Power. „ 

Then it came to pass in that strange city that a 
group called the National Kmergency Civil Liberties Com¬ 
mittee became the spokesman as well as the attorney for 
the boy Joshua, and they said, “there is a widespread idea 
that children do not have any of these right, but we 
expect a whole raft of lawsuits seeking to establish for 
secondary school students the right of dissent.” 

And it followed that the city trembled in awesome 
fear as the spectre of Kiddie Rights unleashed. Amongst 
parents there was a groat gnashing of teeth. Teachers wept 
and begged for mercy. Civil rights leaders (adult) bravely 
prepared to surrender the reins of militant action to the 
Pre-Puberty Front. 

But there was in the land a voice of dissent to Kid¬ 
die Power. It was heard first just as a whisper, then be¬ 
came louder and louder as the Parent Rebellion against 
Child Power was joined by real educators, then by respon¬ 
sible attorneys ,and finally even by a few religious leaders 
who knew a challenge when they saw one. 

This chorus of protest explained that there simply 
arc situations in which those in legal authoriy are there 
because they know more about the enterprise than do 
those subject to authority. 

And when he heard their great dissent, the mighty 
Joshua did wonder at least and indeed if his great put- 
on really would come to pass. 


As the year 1968 drew to 
an end, there were tremen¬ 
dous news developments on 
which the American people 
wlli long reflect. For the 
first time, deep space was 
explored, as U.S. astronauts 
crossed 230,000 miles to the 
moon. Man’s groat adven¬ 
ture life gained a .new di¬ 
mension with this epochal 
space flight. For Americans, 
it was a source of deep 
pride that the first voyagers 
to the vicinity of the moon 
wore Americans who wear 
the uniform of their coun¬ 
try. 

It is not to be believed 
that oven the U.S. Supreme 
Court will declare this trip 
“unconstitutional” — just 
because the astronauts road 
from the first chapter of the 
Bible and held a prayer in 
such a manner as to recog¬ 
nize God as Ho had never 
been recognized before. 

Tlie American people also 
were profoundly reliov c d 
that the 82 crewmen of the 
electronic - inteligonce .ship 
Pueblo were back in the 
world of freedom after a ter¬ 
rible captivity in North Kor¬ 
ean communist hands. 
The.se brave Navy men suf¬ 
fered a fierce ordeal, in¬ 
cluding sadistic beatings 
with heavy timbers. The 
cruelty inflicted on them is 
a lps.son to all free men as 
to the true nature of a com¬ 
munist cou.ntry. Comm,u,n- 
ism and terror are synony¬ 
mous. After the ordeal of 
the Pueblo crewmen, there 
shouldn’t be any more fool¬ 
ish talk in the United States 
about communi.sts “mellow¬ 
ing” or “national” com¬ 
muni.sts being .nicer than 
Soviet commiunists. The os- 
.sential nature of the com¬ 
munist system is brutal. 

Unfortunately, happiness 
over the freedom of the 
Pueblo crewmen is i m - 
paired by the humiliating 
circumstances of their re- 
lea.se. Though the United 
States repudiated it, the na¬ 
tion’s .negotiators had to 
sign a statement apologi¬ 
zing for “espionage” a.nd 
hostile acts. The U.S. naval 
vessel Pueblo is still in 
North Korean hands, and 
apparently will so remain. 

The historical record will 
show, therefore, that the 
land of the free and the 
home of the bravo has been 
gro.s.sly humiliated by a 


Be Yourself 


Anyone, on either side of it, who deplores the so- 
called generation gap should listen to Anne W. Simon. 
The 50-plus author of “The New Years: A New Middle 
Age” told a UCLA conference recently that we should 
salute the gap, not try to bridge it.

Greetings I 


One of the first things that will greet every work¬ 
ing person with the dawn of the new year will be an 
increase in social security taxes. Social security payment 
deductions from wage and salary checks will rise to 4.8 
per cent of earnings up to $7,800. This mean that any em¬ 
ployee with earnings of $7,800 will pay $374.40 in social 
security taxes. Employers will pay an equal amount. Thus, 
the total tax take in the name of “social security” will 
reach nearly 10 per cent of taxable payrolls. Nearly 10 
per cent of every dollar up to maximum taxable earnings 
will go to the federal government to pay for social security 
and medicare — as much as $748.80 per employee. And 
more increases in this tax are coming in the years ahead. 
By 1987, it will amount to 5.9 per cent each for employee 
and employer. 

A little pamphlet issued by the Associated Industries 
of Alhambra, entitled “Another Chunk Out of Your Check,” 
explains why social security costs are increasing so rapid¬ 
ly. There are two main reasons. One, a great number of 
people are now getting benefits which come to more than 
the taxes they and their employers have paid into social 
scurity. ’Two, Congress has changed the law many times 
to (a) add more groups to the program, (b) make it easier 
to get benefits, (c) Increase the benefits, and (d) add 
medicare. Each change costs both employees and em¬ 
ployers more money. 

So remember, among those who will be first to greet 
you in the new year will be the tax collector.

This, o f 
course, would delay a 11 
building for a period of at 
least one year or more. 

The present plan endorsed 
by four of the councilmen 
has been given thorough 
study by the various archi¬ 
tects and their estimates are 
broken down as follows: 

$582,000 for the building of 
the City Civic Center a.nd 
Site Improvement. $125,000 
for the Fire faciilties; and 
$250,000 for Police facilities, 
an estimated total of $957,- 
000. This the Council would 
present to the taxpayers as 
a General Obligation Bond 
Issue. In addition it is esti¬ 
mated that $165,000 would 
be expended for the Recre¬ 
ation Center at Sierra Vista 
Park. This money would be 
paid directly from the Con¬ 
tingency Fund when com¬ 
pleted. The City Adminis¬ 
trator Norman Boehm, on 
January 7 estimated that 
the cost to the taxpayers for 
the Civic Center on a Bond 
Issue would be 26 cents per 
$100 valuation over 30-years 
time. 

To stop the Council in its 
tracks, a party or parties 
must take out a petition, 
this petition must have 10 
per cent of he qualified reg- 
isered voters in the last gen¬ 
eral election; this would 
place the proposition on the 
ballot at the .next City gen¬ 
eral election in April, 1970. 

Should a desire of Immedi¬ 
ate election be the purpose 
then it would take 15 per 
cent of the voters.

The reason, Mr. Campbell 
is so willing to spend the 
time with the very young, 
as well as the older patron, 
is that he feels most of the 
dealers in the area won’t be 
bothered with them and he 
feels this is definitely 
wrong. A humanitarian of 
sorts, this is one of the rea¬ 
sons Campbell opened the 
shop — he wants to include 
the younger generation. 

Presently, it seems to be 
that only older people are 
interested in collecting coins 
and stamps and if the 
young people aren’t encour¬ 
aged and guided, the older 
people will have the hobby 
all to themselves with no 
one else wanting It and in 
ten years the hobby will 
•swffer. 

Already, his place of busi- 
ne.ss is a place for young¬ 
sters to come into and feel 
they may look, ask ques¬ 
tions, buy, or just talk 
things over in an unhurried¬ 
ly manner. In this day and 
age, for a young person to 
be able to talk with an 
adult who will actually lis¬ 
ten and be interested is 
truly a marvelous thing.
